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'hi-;  sixth  (lay  of  Jimf,  i8yi,  will  lie  rcckoiiuil  a^  llii-  mi>^i 
innincntiKis  day  in  \\\v  tiimixU  of  Canndiitn  history,  fur  on 
it  passed  away  ninitUt  a  nation's  (ears,  not  only  (he 
Premier  of  (lie  Dominion,  Imt  tlie  statesman  who  had 
[iresideil  at  its  lurlli,  who  had  watched  wiili  cariliil  solici- 
tude over  its  early  years,  and  whose  name  will  lie  indis- 
scilulily  linked  with  its  progress  while  the  name  of  Canada 
endures  in  history. 

IdllN  .\I,1-;NANI)I-.K  MACDONALI),  the  seeiind  son  of  l|ut;li 
Maedonald.  of  Siitherlandshire,  and  Helen  Sha«-,  of  Hadeiioch,  Inverness, 
was  horn  in  llrunswiek  I'lace,  (ilas(;ow,  on  the  loth  of  jannary,  1X15. 
When  live  vears  old  he  eaine  to  Canada  with  his  parents,  who  settled  in 
Kinnslon,  where  the  future  I'remier  was  ediirated  at  the  Koyal  liraminar 
School,  and  suhsciiaently  look  up  the  profession  of  law.  His  j;reat  career 
is  too  well  kiiovvn  thr.iu(;hiiul  Canada  to  reipiire  any  history  of  it  here. 
Sulliie  it  to  say,  he  was  elected  memlier  for  Kingston  in  1844,  was  less 
than  three  years  in  Parliament  when  he  was  calleil  lo  the  Ministry  as 
Keceiver-(  leneral  in  the  Sherwood  I  ).ilv  .Vilministration  on  the  nth  of 
May,  iS47,  since  which  time  a  sketch  o'  his  life  wouhl  he  pr.ictic.illy  the 
history  of  I'anada,  for  in  every  great  movement  he  was  foremost,  and  to 
him  inromparahly  tnore  than  to  any  other  of  our  public  men  Canada  owes 
the  position  of  importance  atul  influence  it  occupies  ti)d.iy. 

While  the  people  of  the  Dominion  to  which  he  ilevoteil  his  life's 
enerjjy,  recuuni/ini;  his  surpassing  ahility,  lavished  upon  him  every  political 
honor  there  w.is  to  liestow,  in  other  i|uaiiers  than  political  his  fame  w.is 
recoi"ni/eil,  and  cpur  great  Cniversities  hastened  to  do  him  honor,  t^hieen's, 
Toronto  and  McCill  Cniversities  ciuiferring  on  him  the  degree  of  I.I..D., 
while  Trinity  Cniversiiy  created  hint  a  D.C.  L.  Nor  were  the  Canailian 
Cniver.sities  alone  in  this  recognition  of  his  greatness,  for  Oxfonl  conferreil 
on  liim  the  hcuior.iry  degice  of  D.l'.  I..,  in  1.SO5.  While  these  honors  were 
lieing  heai>ed  upon  him  in  other  nuarlcrs.  Her  M.ijesty  the  (,llleen  was 
not  unmindful  of  her  mo~i  eminent  colonial  sulijeci,  for  in  iSO?  he  was 
created  a  K.C.Ik,  in  1S72  w.as  the  first  colonial  statesman  ever  made  a 
meml>er  of  the   I'riv y  Council  ol  the  l-',mpire,  .-nd  in   1.SS4  hailaCi.C.H- 


conferred  on  him  ;  while  in  recognition  of  his  great  services  to  the  1-anpire, 
Her  Majesty  has,  since  his  death,  conferred  a  patent  of  nid}ility  on  his 
willow,  with  the  title  of  Ikironess  .Macitonald  of  llarnsclilfe. 

lie  was  twice  married,  lirsi  to  Miss  Isahella  I'lark,  who  ilied  in 
1S56,  and  liy  whom  he  had  one  son,  Hugh  J.  Macilonald,  now  mendier  for 
Winnipeg.  He  married  secondly  in  i.Hfij,  .Miss  .\gnes  Iternard,  ilaughter 
ol  the  Hon.  T.  J.  Ilernard,  of  Jamaica,  liy  whom  he  has  one  daughter, 
and  who,  with  IhiiIi  his  children,  survives  him. 

.Sticcecding  a  tierce  electoral  struggle  in  which  he  soinnled  the  key 
note  of  the  campaign  in  the  memorahle  words  of  his  aitdress,  "  A  llriiish 
suhject  I  was  l»)rn,  a  British  siihjecl  I  will  die,"  and  in  which  he  was 
again  victorious,  he  met  the  House  of  Commons  for  the  last  time  on  2(jth 
.\pril,  iXoi.  Hut  the  marvellous  energy  which  had  sustained  him  through 
herculean  t.xsks  at  last  gave  way,  and  after  leaditig  the  House  for  three  or 
I'our  weeks  he  w-as  stricken  tlown  with  paralysis.  The  events  which 
suceeedeil  — the  weary  watching  lor  tw-o  weeks,  during  which  all  eyes  were 
turned  to  KarnsclilVe ;  the  tolling  liells  on  Saturday  night  the  6th  of 
Jitnc,  proclaiming  throughout  the  Dominion  the  death  of  Canada's  great 
son;  the  lying  in  state  with  thousan<ls  crowding  the  .Senate  Chand>er  to 
take  a  l.isl  look  ;  the  great  g.ithering  at  Ottawa  and  the  still  greater  g.ither 
ing  at  Kingsliui.  till  on  H,'  lolh  of  June  the  old  chieftain  was,  hy  his  own 
reipiest,  laid  to  rest  near  his  mother's  grave  in  Calaraipti  Cemetery — will  he 
vividly  remeniliered  whilst  the  present  generatitut  of  (,'anadians  live. 

.\midst  the  telegrams  and  expressions  of  condolence  which  c.tme  friun 
all  parts  of  the  Empire,  including  a  messtige  from  Her  Cracious  Majesty, 
t,)ueen  \"ictoria,  no  fact  w-as  'nore  gratifying  to  Canadians  than  the  intelli- 
gence that  the  memory  of  their  great  countryman  had  been  honored  liy  a 
memorial  service  in  Westminster  Alihey,  atid  the  sulisequeni  news  that  ii 
was  decided  to  erect  a  lalilei  to  his  mem-iry  in  that  other  great  shrine  ol 
Kngland's  ilead.  St.  Paul's  Cathedral. 

Know-ing  that  hundreds  of  thousands  of  Canadians,  from  the  .-\tlantic 
to  the  Pacific,  w-ho  follow-ed  and  honored  the  old  cliieftain,  will  he  glad  to 
have  some  memento  of  his  life  and  de.uh,  Till-;  Kmi'IKK  sends  out  this 
Memorial  .\lliiim  in  loving  leutemlirance  of  its  great  fnuiulcr.
